There was acyclone at Greenville, Texas,
iast Saturday in which a large number of
bouses were torn to pleces, but none of the
Inmates were seriously injured. A large
number of houses resting on blocks and
posts were blown or twisted off their sup-
ports and more or less injured, but very
few occnpants were hurt, A large amount
of goods were damaged by water being
biown into the stores.

and wruthfully too, don’t gel unessy ges-
tlemen, the south bus lnmber material lvck-
ed up in her Cypress forests to last lor
ages on ages, The supply bYas been tapped
s our wants will be supplied For feace
posts mwl fenciug, awd particularly for
shiongles there in nothing in the world but
!slate and tiling that will outlast it. The
| writer, while living in the soutk, tore
down some buildiogs that had been built
forty years before, which were perfectly
souni, cxcepling the lower face of the
timbers next to the ground. On the north
#ide of the roofs of the buildings, the mos®
had accumulated to a thickness of nearly
an inch, and yet the shingles were perfect-
Iy sound. Most all of the buildings, bullt
here im 1570, have bad to be reshiogled.
Those that have not been reshingled would
ool do for a powderbouse atl apy rate. A
trip up Msin street will verify this state-
ment. Pine lumber must give way to Cy-
press fur siding, shingles and fencing in the
pear futore. Farmers will not buy Pine
femeing when they can get Cypress lora
Uttle less, und bave It last threé times as
long. The Cypress forests of Arkansas
Missisaippi nnd Louisana are almost ex-
haustless. Cypress Is betler in every way
than Pine, for fencing, fooring, sbhingles
and fence posts. We kmow whal we say,
